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QUALITY  OF  1947  SOYBEAN  CROP  GOOD,  OCTOBER  INSPECTIONS  IITOICATE 

The  quality  of  the  neiT  194-7  soybean  crop,  as  indicated  by  the  October  inspections, 
is  considerably  higher  than  that  of  last  season,  92  percent  grading  No,  2  or  bet- 
ter compared  vrith  77  percent  the  same  month  a  year  ago  and  81  percent  the  5-year 
(194-1-45)  October  average* 

Receipts  of  soybeans  inspected  during  October,  the  first  month  of  the  1947-4-8 
season,  totaled  30,830  cars  compared  T/ith  32,278  cars  for  October  1946,  The 
average  for  the  month  of  October  for  the  crop  years  1941-45  was  23,769  cars. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  October  included  the  equivalent  of  490  cars  inspected 
as  cargo  lots  and  truck  receipts  equal  to  about  1,222  cars.
